FUNDING FOR THE PUBLIC-PRIVATE TRAUMA NETWORK PER THE TRAUMA SERVICES
HOSPITAL AGREEMENT AND AN APPROPRIATION ADJUSTMENT (All Districts) (4 Votes)

iT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Authorize the Director of Health Services, or his designee, to use the existing
designation, cancel prior year commitments and reduce the other financing uses in the
Hospital Services Account totaling $2,773,000 and to encumber $1,747,000 in the
HSA General Fund for a total of $4,520,000 to be distributed to the ten private trauma
hospitals that participate in the Public-Private Trauma Network for payment of
outstanding Fiscal Year 2002-03 trauma claims.

2. Authorize the Director of Health Services, or his designee, to approve a related
appropriation adjustment in the amount of $2,773,000 to increase expenditure
authority in the approved Fiscal Year 2002-03 Department of Health Services’ budget
to distribute funds for reimbursement of care to eligible indigent patients pursuant to
policies and procedures contained in the Trauma Services Hospital Agreement.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF THE RECOMMENDED ACTION:

The Public-Private Trauma Network is required in order that available trauma hospital services
will be accessible to indigent patients throughout the County at ten private trauma hospitals.

On March 25, 2003, the Board approved a motion authorizing the Director of Health Services
to extend agreements with the ten private trauma hospitals that participate in the Public-Private
Trauma Network upon the terms and conditions and within the parameters recommended by
the Director, not to be extended beyond December 31, 2003.

SUMMARY OF BOARD ACTION

. TYPE OF SERVICE:

Approval of the appropriation adjustment for the Hospital Services Account in the amount of
$2,773,000 and the $1,747,000 encumbered in the HSA General Fund will allow the
Department to reimburse the trauma centers an amount of $14,200,000 for indigent care
under the terms of the Fiscal Year (FY) 2002-03 Trauma Services Hospital Agreement.

. TERM OF AGREEMENT:

The term of the Trauma Services Hospital Agreement with the ten private trauma hospitals that
participate in the Public-Private Trauma Network is effective retroactively from July 1, 2002,
through June 30, 2003. '

FINANCIAL INFORMATION:

The County will provide funding in the amount of $4,520,000 to be used to pay trauma
centers for the care provided to eligible indigent patients. There will be $2,773,000 provided
from the Hospital Services Account by canceling the FY 02-03 Designation ($1,664,000): by
canceling prior year Commitments ($1,054,000); and by reducing the FY 02-03 Other
Financing Uses ($55,000). There will also be $1,747,000 encumbered in the HSA General
Fund for use of reimbursement to the trauma hospitals. Funding will be used maintain the
current level of trauma program services for the period of April 1, 2003 through June 30,
2003. There are no additional net County costs.
